EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Leading whisky and tobacco men 
are besieging Congress for a reduction 
ot taxes on their articles of commerce; 
and the latter want the import duty 
on tobacco raised, because Sumatra 
tobacco is preferred to the home pro- 
duct. That is, they want to pay no 
internal revenue tax, and yet request 
that the duty on imports be increased, 
so that they may have things all their 
own way. The consumers of whisky 
and tobacco can well afford to pay the 
present tax upon these luxuries, for 
luxuries they are. The two articles 
yield an annual revenue of over $100,- 
000,000. This revenue is so large, 
that if the tax was removed, part of it 
at least would have to be made up on 
other articles. A good way to do 
would be to repeal the tax on matches, 
bank checks, medicine, etc., cut down 
the tariff on sugar and other necessa- 
ries, and allow the tax on whisky and 
tobacco to remain as it is. 


The Carson Tribune has a “ josh ’ 
about the removal of the Insane 
Asylum from Reno to Davton or Sutro. 
Its object seems to be to hatch up 
gome scheme by which the prison 
walls, just below town, can be utilized 
and taken away. Good old Governor 
Bradley’s monument, on the State’s 
ground here, has been an eye-sore to 
Carson for years. The mention of 
prison walls is enough to make the 
whole town of Carson jump stiff 
legged and green with jealousy. The 
Tribune asylum article is just about 
as funny as itg arguments on the re- 
moval of the prison from its present 
site to a place where it cama be made 
self-supporting. 


There is evidently a difference of 
Opinion between Justice Field and 
many citizens of California regarding 
the offensiveness of China washhouses. 
A few days since a resident of San 
Francisco caused one of the Mongolian 
laudrgmen to shut up shop by prucur- 
ing a restraining order from the Courts, 
which was granted on the showing that 
the place was a decided nuisance.

DEATH OF TRENOKR W. PARKE. 
A Succegaful Speculator Stricken 
with Paralysis. 

New York, Dec. 20. 
Trenor W. Parke died of paralysis 
on the 15th instant, on board the 
steamer City of Para, bound for Asp- 
His body has been embalmed 
and will be returned from Aspinwall 
on the steamer San Blas, which arrives 


here about January 1. Parke achieved 
a national reputation by his connec- 
tion with the famous Little Emma 
mine, of Utah. A few days ago he 
was paid several million dollars, pur- 
chase money for his interest in the 
Panama Inter—Ocean Ship Canal Com- 
pany. Uptothetime of his death 
Parke was President of the Panama 
railroad, in which, itis said, he held 
$2,500,000 of stock. He was inter- 
ested in several Vermont. railroads, 
was a Director of the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, and also of the 
Wall Street Bank, and of the Hudson 
River Tunnel Company. His wealth 
is estimated by intimate friends to 
have been $5,000,000. He leaves a 
young widow, to whom he was mar- 
ried about six months ago, and three 
daughters and ason. He was an old 
Californian and well known on the 
Pacific coast. 


New York, Dec. 21. 

Parke made a fortune out of the 
sale of stock of the Panama Railroad 
Company to the DeLesseps Canal Com- 
pany last year. The price agreed upon 
for the railroad stock was $250, but 
this was exclusive of cash assets in the 
company’s hands, which amounted tu 
about $40 persharemore. Parke held 
at the time nearly 15,000 shares of 
Panama stock, on which he received 
from the Canal Company nearly $4.- 
000,000. He has been connected with 
the company for 10 or 12 years, and 
at one time was ob:iged, it is said, to 
sell some of his stock to relieve him- 
self from financial embarrassment. 
He afterwards bought back the stock 
and when the control was sold to the 
Canal Company he owned more cf the 
stock than ever before. He died worth 
probably $7,000,000, althongh intimate 
friends estimate his fortune considera- 
bly higher. Throughout bis connec- 
tion with the Panama railroad he was 
the dominant power and to him, more 
than to any other one man, probably, 
was due the success of the company. 

The Tribune says: His career was, 
on the whole, successful. He made 
many enemies, but it 1s only just to 
say that he also made many friends 
and that théy believed in him im- 
plicitly, and that those who once be- 
came his friends never chanved. His 
later years were fuli of kindly deeds. 

The Times says of Park: The pur- 
chase of the Emma mine and its sale 
to English capitalists in conjunction 
with General Schenck was an operation 
which brought him into unenviable 
notoriety. His friends assert that“he 
repurchased the property and held it 
to the time of his death. His latest 
prominent appearance before the pub- 
lic was at the time of the Legislative 
investigation of Judge Wesbrook, 
when he appeared as witness and told 
the committee something about the 
way in which he managed to obtain 
control of his Lebanon Springs rail- 
road after it had been placed in the 
hauds of a receiver. 


The Jamaica Fire. 
New York, Dec. 21. 

Additional details are at hand con- 
cerniag the recent great fire at Kings- 
ton, Jamaica. It appears that had 
there been the simplest means at hand 
when the conflagration began, to put 
out the fire, it could not have spread 
further than a few yards. For some 
time after an alarm was given there 
were but a tew bundles of shingles in 
the flames. The fire brigade arrived 
on the scene ten minutes after the 
alarm, but there was difficulty in at- 
taching hose to hydrants. 


Successful Check-Raising. 
NEw York, Dec. 20. 

A draft on the Manhattan Bank for 
$17, drawn by the National Bank of 
Commerce of Cleveland, was received 
by the Manufacturers’ & Traders’

COMSTOCK FRAUDS. 
Swindling Stockholders- Belcher 
and Crown Point Mines Selling 
Thirty-Dollar Ore for Four Bits 
a Ton. , 


San Francisco, Dec. 20. 
At an executive meeting of the San 
Francisco Stock and Exchange Board 
to-day the investigating committee 
presented the following report, which 
was received and placed on file: 


To the San Francisco Stock and Hr- 
change Board — Gentlemen: Your 
committee desire to report progress, 
and submit the following: Attention 
having been called to the Bullion 
Mining Company, we have had par- 
tial examination made of their man- 
agement. We find no work done on 
the mine for about ten months. 
The mine is now in charge of 
a watchman. Weconsiderthe manage- 
ment recklessly extravagant and char- 
acterized by a total disregard of the 
riyhts of stockholders. With reference 
to the Belcher and Crown Point mines, 
the Belcher has_ produced from 
May, 1881, to December, 1882, 
28,154 tons of ore, the value of 
which we are unable to determine, 
such evidence as we could obtain plac 
sng the value at from $30 to $4U per 
ton. This ore was sold in the mine for 
50 cents per ton and parties mining 
said ore were allowed to use 
the company’s shaft and works to 
raise the ore to the surface. We find 
that the Crown Point mine produced 
from March, 1881, to December, 1882, 
68,457 tons under similar conditions, 
and it was also sold for 50 cents per 
ton. These mines are producing 
about 5,000 tons per month on the 
same terms as before stated. The 
Crown Point company pays tax, office 
expenses and superintendent at $500 
per month, who has also a clerk at 
$125 per month. These two mines 
are managed badly, and with a total 
disregard of.the rights of stockholders. 
Many other matters need mention that 
must be deferred to a later date. We 
consider the proxy system one of the 
greatest evils in the business, enabling 
people to control mines and run them 
in their own interest who do not own 
stock, we earnestly recommend tbat 
the Board take some action in the 
matter for the better protection of 
stockholders,

OLEOMARGARINE. 


Bull's Fat and Cow's Cream are 
Identical, it is said, but Nevada 
Dairymen Won’t Believe it. 

The dairymen of California held & 


convention in San Francisdo last week, 
when the oleomargarine question was 
discussed. In 1869 the French gov- 
ernment commissioned a chemist to 
discover, if possible, a cheap and safe 
substitute for butter. He imitated 
the natural process, and obtained the 
product against which so much oppo- 
sition is now shown by dairymen. 
Some of the best known scientists 
have placed themselves on record to 
the effect that oleomargarine, from a 
chemica! standpoint, or viewed in the 
light of analytical chemistry, is essen- 
tially the same product with what is 
known in commerce as butter. The 
constituents of the two are the same, 
and both contain water, the soluble 
and insoluble fats, casein, salt and 
coloring matter in such relatively 
equal proportions that the analysis of 


the one might stand for the analysis 
ofthe other, Butter is 


THE FAT OF THE COW 


Held in solution go long a8 that cow 
is alive. It is in the form of fat 
globules in tellular tissues, congre- 
gating chiefly in the udder. The fric- 
tion of the hand in pulling the teat 
draws the milk and with the milk 
there comes a small percentage of the 
fat, oily globules. The agent of the 
oleomargarine manufacturers says: “I 
protest against the method you prac- 
tice for obtaining butter as a violation 
of a law of nature. It was the design 
of nature that the mother of all ani- 
mals should suckle her young, and the 
teats of the cow were given her for 
the calf to take asd not as a machine 
by which the hand of man sbould de- 
spoil the udder of its contents. I 
might even go further and say that 
the reason we, the beef eating we, do 
not get our beef from cows is simply 
because they have been 


ROBBED OF THEIR FAT 


That you might make butter. Now, 
if by science we have discuvered a way 
by which we can produce from the fat 
of the steer a substance essentially 
the same as that which you produce 
from the fat of which you rob the 
cow and for which you practice 
wholesale calf-slaughter; if we can 
produce a wholesome substitute—as 
we do—which wé can place before the 
public at a much less price than butter 
made by the oJd method; if we do this 
surely it is a retrograde step for those 
who consider themselves the enlight- 
ened men of this last quarter of the 
nineteenth century to endeavor to re- 
strict an honest and important indus- 
try.” 

AS AN ARTICLE OF COMMERCE 
Oleomargarine has been known since 
1874, and during that time millions of 
pounds of beef fat have been utilized 
and immense quantities of the oil 


oan article called butterine, and 
din England. In eighteen States 
it is now manufactured at the rate of 
250,000,000 of pounds per year, and 
the business is still growing. At the 
end of eigbt years of opposition oleo 
margarine is known throughout the 
world as an article of commerce. Mr.
